ORANGES BUILD HANDSOME 


HOME FOR LOCAL ORCHARDIST 


Italian Villa Now Occupied by Mr. and Mrs. 


W. P. Watts is Indicative of Fruitfulness 


of Covina Soils--Court Is Feature. 


An 
old-fashioned 
chandelier 
that 


iias come into its own again, has been 
liung in the breakfast room of the Ital- 
ian villa just completed by Mr. and 
Mrs. W. P. Watts, at the corner of 
Puente street and Citrus avenue. The 
chandelier is here given prominent 
mention, not so much for its value, 
although it is an exquisite thing, made 
in the days when men worked in love, 
but because it typifies the linking of 
the old with the new in the fashioning 
of this beautiful home in the South- 
land, into which these two people are 
now moving their household gods. 


Opie Rend speaks of the answer 


which the famous painter gave, when 
asked by the youth for the formula of 
mixing paints. 


"Mix 
them with brains, sir," the 


painter said. This answer might be 
paraphrased, and made to fit into the 
story of how W. P. Watts has achiev- 
ed success in the business of growing 
oranges. 
For, it would be hard to 


search out a better example of suc- 
cess in the orange industry, than this 
man whom everybody knows in the 
Covina valley, an "old-time rancher," 
who has kept his mind ever new and 
his methods abreast of the best in his 
chosen profession. Some might look 
with surprise on the use of the word 
profession as applied to raising or- 
anges, but such men as Watts and 
some others who are living in the 
Covina valley, might well be studied, 
and the application of the word would 
•become understandable, 
-

The Italian villa, two blocks south 


of the main corner of Covina, is, in 
a large degree, a monument to the 
necessity for intensive and intelligent 
culture of oranges. 
Mixing the soil 


with brains has been the method that 
has built the finest home in the val- 
ley. There are many finer homes in 
Southern California; there are hun- 
dreds of splendid mansions in this 
country that are veritable 
palaces, 


built by millionaires who made the 
money in every part of the world— 
but here is a splendid, artistic and 
costly home that has been erected 
altogether from the profits that come 
from the Covina soils. 


Living in the daily shadow of "Old 


Baldy" on the northeast, and looking 
out on the northern ramparts of the 
Mother Mountains, has not bred con- 
tempt, but familiar appreciation in the 
hearts of these two people, and they 
have made the portico and principal 
entrance to their home to face the 
mist-enshrouded 
peaks. 
They 
have 


fashioned great windows that look out 
from the upper floors on the haze that 
floats above ten thosand acres of or- 
ange groves; they have opened wide 
their home on the south, that the foot- 
hills, green in winter and covered with 
glinting tawn in the summer, might 
become a part of a scenery like unto 
nothing that the world has to offer 
elsewhere. 
From the ramparts 
that 


crown the structure at its northeast 
corner, this panorama unfolds like a 
scroll. It gives one the idea that we 
plod along too much in the streets; 
that we do not know our valley as 
we ought; that to be exalted in the 
land in which we live, we should go 
where we can exclaim with the pro- 
phet, "I will lift up mine eyes unto the 
hills from whence cometh my help." 
And the quotations from the bible 
poets come easily to the lips as the 
valley lies dreaming in the summer 
heat. We remember that "every val- 
ley shall be exalted, and every moun- 
tain be laid low." We agree eagerly 
with the psalmist who sang "how 
beautiful on the mountains are the 
feet of they that bring good tidings." 
In the streets, one is ever shut away 
from beauty, and like every good and 
perfect thing, one must rise to its 
level or above it to appreciate its 
worth. 


A reinforced concrete building like 


this new home of Mr. and Mrs. Watts 
is thick-walled, and therefore cool in 
summer. For the same reason it is 
warm in winter. The outside atmos- 
phere cannot vary the temperature as 
in houses built like shells. The white 
of the concrete harmonizes with the 
green of the orange groves, and the 
red tiled roof gives it a touch that is 
like the paintings we get of scenery 
along the 
Mediterranean. 
And, on 


stepping inside, we find that the ar- 
chitect has chosen to make the inter- 
ior in straight lines, while giving the 
idea from ttie exterior that no straight 
lines exist. From tlie front entrance 
to the rear of the residence and on 
across the groves to the hills, there is 
a straight, unbroken perspective, and. 
standing at the rear, the view is again 
straight and unobstructed across the 
valley toward the base of Mount San 
Antonio. Standing in ttie library, neti;- 
the entrance, where is the massive 
pergola, the view in the interior again 
embraces all the principal rooms. 


The lower portion is finished in the 


illuminating white of seven coats of 
enamel. Tlu> richness of this finish is 
best seen when the house is abla/.e

with electric lights. The lighting sys- 
tem is installed on the plan of dif- 
fusion. Each light is shaded from the 
bottom, throwing the rays upward, to 
come down indirectly and softly, mak- 
ing no shadows, all being equaled and 
softened. Some of the lights a:o >n 
alabaster, others in hammered brass 
and copper, with costly colored light, 
and the effect against the white of the 
finish is remarkable. The floor of the 
first story is of oak, polished, and set. 
with 
deliberate 
workmanshjo. 
Tiie 


front hall-way is flanked by a 
full 


length mirror, set in enamel, and coat 
rooms are fitted in for the convenience 
nf guests. This big entrance lets in 
iilion the reception room on one side, 
and the dining rom on the other, both 
being shut from the hall by rolling 
doors, massive, anil painted in enamel, 
while the stairway winds upward with 
oak treads, an-1 a mahogany railing 
on each side. All the paper of the 
walls is in gray and whit?, and the 
window shades ate white on the in- 
side and green from the exterior. The 
reception room is made pleasant by a 
fireplace, and is one of the 
largest 


rooms in the house. On the southern 
side, the library is finished in wood 
color, and tncre has been introduced 
a number of book-cpses, inado with 
glass doors set in heavy lead, like the 
fashion of the Elizabethan era in Kn- 
gland, which, of course, was borrowed 
from the Latins. The pergola on the 
outside of these. rooms is where Mrs. 
Watts-will train- blue wistarias."-On 
the south side is the porte cochere, 
with two exits from the house, one 
into sunshine, and the other directly 
beneath the roof, for rainy weather. 


Going back, through the reception 


room and the dining room, one comes 
to the pass pantry that leads to 
the kitchen, and here are shelves and 
drawers, fitted for the serving either 
in the breakfast room or the dining 
room, and connected with these rooms 
as well as with the kitchen. Many 
modern touches have been given to 
the ideas on facilitating the serving 
of food. The kitchen is also finished 
in white enamel, and has the porce- 
lain 
sink 
and 
woodstone 
counter 


shelf, something which is now being 
adopted everywhere in the best hous- 
es. An invention of the owners them- 
selves, is a combination table and 
fireless cooker, the cooker being be- 
neath a sliding table board. 


Next to the kitchen on the south- 


west is the triangular breakfast room, 
one of the unique creations in the 
structure. This is a small room, in 
comparison with the others. It is de- 
lightfully arranged for morning com- 
fort, and it is here that the cut-glass 
chandelier, 
purchased 
over 
thirty 


years ago, has again been made part 
of the fixtures, a truly beautiful touch 
to the furnishings. This room opens 
out upon the Italian court, of which a 
story in itself might be written. 


Every room, in fact, or every princi- 


pal room, opens on this 
octagonal 


court, or patio, as it is called in Span- 
ish. 
This is about thirty-six feet in 


diameter, exposing on the south and 
west with glass doors and full length 
windows. In the center is the foun- 
tain, where the brilliantly-colored fish 
are already disporting, and overhead 
the roof will be a mass of green vines 
when time has given such an oppor- 
tunity. The court is one of the most 
striking tilings about this 
beautiful 


house. It is distinctive in the archi- 
tecture of this valley. One can see 
how, 
when this is amassed with green 


overhead, and the doors thrown open 
that lead into the dining room, break- 
fast room, front hall and the reception 
room, it will lend a pleasure to living 
in the house that is lacking with other 
fine residences, and the Italian idea of 
a court, almost universal in that coun- 
try, is one that we can borrow with a 
great deal of profit. These doors that 
surround the court are of the Bexhill 
make, of glass and full length, swing- 
ing from the middle, and running on 
a trackway that is a new invention. 
The windows throughout the house 
are of the same make. 
Mrs. Watts 


has also a sewing room which has a 
feature, a cutting board, which hides 
(a disappearing bed. 


Up one flight the visitor walks on

Covina City Highway Work Proceeds 


With Letting of Contract—As- 


phalt Done on Citrus. 


B. F. Ford of Los Angeles has re- 


ceived the C9ntract for the asphalting 
and macadamizing of Badillo avenue. 
Ford's bid was the lowest received of 
four, being $28,332.48. The next bid to 
this was $750 higher, and the other 
two were considerably higher than 
Ford. This work comprises the laying 
down of about 160,000 square feet. A 
portion of this is to be in asphalt, 
the specifications being practically the 
same as those of Citrus avenue. The 
property holders will pay for the strip 
on each side of the tracks of the elec- 
tric road, and the space inside the 
track and two feet on each side will 
be laid down by the railroad corpora- 
tion. The asphalt will be laid from 
the ^ity limits on the east, at Bar- 
ranca street, to Fourth street, where 
the street begins to widen. The ma- 
cadam will be laid from this point to 
the city limits on the west, at Hollen- 
beck street. This work will probably 
be begun in about GO days, although it 
is possible that the contractor may be- 
gin sooner. 


The asphalt on Citrus avenue from 


Center to Orange street has been laid, 
and the Barber Asphalt Company, sub- 
contractors on this work, finished on 
Wednesday night. According to a re- 
turn made by Prof. Ray E. Chase, the 
chemist acting for the city, there is a 
discrepancy to be found in some por- 
tions of the asphalt laid on this strip, 
the chemist claiming that the asphalt 
is not quite up to specifications. Four 
loads of the asphalt were condemned 
by Inspector Walters on Wednesday, 
and were dumped in the alley. Acting 
on the return made by the chemist, 
the city trustees have employed out- 
side experts fro mPasadena, who will 
inspect 
the asphalt. 
The trustees 


state .that, if any shortage in the per- 
cena'ge of asphalt is discovered after 
a thorough investigation; the contract- 
or will be held to make the shortage 
good. The strip of asphalt will not 
be accepted by the city council until 
it conforms to specifications. 


PROFESSOR M O R G A N RETURNS. 


Attendance at N. E. A. in Northern 


City is Hollowed by Trip to 


Yellowstone Park. 


Prof. J. J. Morgan, supervising prin- 


cipal of the Covina city and country 
school system, who returned with his 
wife from attendance at the annual 
session of the National Educational 
Association at San Francisco, is not 
greatly impressed 
with the political 


methods employed by dominant mem 
bers of this body in electing them- 
selves to office- Prof. Morgan speaks 
of this casually, in telling of the work 
of the convention, but its significance 
is borne out by a general dissatisfac- 
tion among the older members of the 
association. 
Ella Flagg Young, city 


superintendent of the Chicago schools, 
has been the dominating factor in 
electing the new executive board and 
the higher officers. There is an inti- 
mation 
that 
representations 
from 


whole states were deflected from the 
original voting purpose, through in- 
fluence set at work by the forces of 
the astute Chicago woman. While not 
making any comment other than that 
the election could not be called a 
thoroughly open and fair one, Prof. 
Morgan says that the admirable argu- 
ment in favor of woman suffrage, that 
of the influence of women in cleans 
ing politics, will be obliged to go else- 
where for a clean example than among 
the women leaders of the National 
Educational Association. The general 
planning for the work of the coming 
year was carried out in admirable 
manner and with success, the Covina 
professop says. 


After the convention, Prof, and Mrs. 


Morgan journeyed to the Yellowstone 
Park in Wyoming, spending five days 
among the wonders of this great na- 
tional reserve. The travel through th 
reservation has been systematized in 
such manner that every comfort at-

TELEPHONE TROUBLES. 


This Amount Has Been Received by 


Los Angeles County Alone For 


Its Oranges. 


The returns to the citrus fruit grow- 


ers of Los Angeles county for their 
crops shipped east during the year 
ending July 1, are estimated to be 
considerably larger than for the pre- 
ceding period, according to reports of 
inspectors in the various fruit dis- 
tricts now in the hands of A. R. Me- 
serve, county horticultural 
commis- 
sioner. 


These reports (include the entire 


shipments of citrus fruits from July 
1, 1910, to July 1, 1911, and include 
the fruit now in storage ready to be 
shipped east. They show that practi- 
cally 10,000 cars of oranges and 1605 
cars of lemons were shipped out of 
that county during the fiscal year just 
closed. 


Based on the average return of $500 


per car, returns on oranges 
alone 


would bring over $5,000,000. 


The deciduous fruit crop this year 


has been somewhat 'lighter than last 
year, according to the reports. 


The returns for walnuts 
shipped 


from the county have been heavier 
than ever before.

is by far the largest unbroken orange 
district in the county. 


BOND ISSUE SOLD. 


J. H. Adams Company of Los Angeles 


Takes First Block From Covina 


Irrigating Company. 


In 
denominations 
of 
$500 
each, 


bonds to the amount of $100,000 have 
been sold by the Covina Irrigating 
. Company to J. H. Adams & Company 
of Los Angeles, running twenty years. 
These bonds were sold at ninety-two 
cents, which is said to be the highest 
offer ever made for irrigation bonds 
in the state. The highest known pur- 
chases have never gone higher than 
ninety cents up until the sale by the 
local company. 


The J. H. Adams company has the 


privilege of buying the remaining $50,- 
000 worth of bonds within eighteen 
months. This is the first section of 
the bond issue of $30-0,000 which this 
company will eventually float and sell. 
The money received on the first sale 
is already necessary to support the 
big deep-well project at Baldwin Park, 
which is nearing completion. A single 
unit at this plant will be ready in 
about thirty days for a water trial. 
It is guaranteed to pump 250 inches. 
The second unit, to pump a like 
amount, will be built later. The pres- 
ent issue of bonds is floated on a six 
Per cent basis. 


J. H. Coolman, chairman of the wa- 


ter developing committee, said yester- 
day that the new plant at Baldwin 
Park would probably be ready for a 
practical water trial in about a month, 
and at this time the buildings and all 
machinery will be completely install- 
ed. Work is nearing completion on 
the laying of the pipe line which will 
connect the small reservoir of tiiis 
plant with the big reservoir on the 
San Bernardino road, a distance of 
about four miles. 


The Coming Event of Election in Los 


Angeles Casts Its Shadow on the 


Rate Fixing. 


The troubles of Los Angeles in fix- 


ing the telephone rates do not directly 
concern Covina, but the price of tele- 
phone service in Los Angeles is of 
really more importance to the coun- 
try districts than might be supposed 
at first glance. But the fight of the 
companies for a raise in rates, has 
had many peculiar phases. The rates 
will remain at $5.00 per month for 
business phones, and $2.00 for resi- 
dence phones, for the present, accord- 
ing to the city council. How did the 
city council arrive at this decision? 
The Herald says that the decision was 
made because the city election is not 
far away, and at least six of the 
councilmen must make a fight for re- 
election. 
And, in looking over the 


evidence, it seems as if the Herald 
had told the truth. 


It is an extremely unpopular action 


to assist a public utility company to 
raise its rates. But the board of public 
utilities, with Meyer Lissner as presi- 
dent, employed the finest telephone 
experts to be obtained in this country, 
a Chicago concern. For months the 
experts worked on the question in Los 
Angeles. Much of the work was done 
by Leigh S. Keith, a graduate of the 
Massachusetts 
Institute of Technol- 


ogy, and a telephone man known 
throughout the country. The experts 
brought in a recommendation for a 
raise in the rates, basing the raise 
on the earnings of the corporation. 
The companies claim that their prop- 
erties are bringing in an income of 
one-half of one per cent on the in- 
vestment, and whatever is really true, 
the experts convinced the board of 
public utilities that the rates should 
be raised. Lissner recommended the 
raise, after the investigation had been 
made. Lissner 
is a "good 
govern- 


ment" man, and through this organi- 
zation, which is supposed to stand for 
justice to everyone, Lissner grew pow- 
erful during the last year. Lissner 
considered that he was doing justice 
to the corporations, as well as the 
people, when he recommended that 
the rates be raised. The good govern- 
ment city council raised a yell on re- 
ceiving the report, not because they 
thought the proposed rates unjust, but 
as the Herald points out, because elec- 
tion was coming. The people naturally 
took the side of the council. It is 
said that not a single communication 
from the people, out of hundreds re- 
ceived, was in favor of the rate raise. 
Was there any thing strange in this?

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A Six Cent Tax? 
Oh, No! 


Here is something of interest to the 


citrus grower in this valley. Last Sun- 
day, the Argus editor, in looking over 
a copy of the San Francisco Bulletin, 
lound a very surprising article on the 
proposed taxation by counties for the 
maintenance of exhibits at the Pan- 
ama exposition at San Francisco. It 
"was figured down to pennies, each 
county being tabulated, as if the thing 
Tvere all settled. In fact, the article 
•was written as if the counties had all 
accepted a tax levy of six cents on 
the hundred dollar valuation, to run 
for five years. 
Figuring this out in 


the aggregate for ourselves, which is 
something the San Franciscans did 
Tiot do. it gives the tidy sum of a little 
over live millions as the state's tax 
outside of San Kransisco county. This 
is proposed as an additional tax to the 
five millions already decided upon. 
"We refer to the bonding of the state 
last fall, a procedure which called for 
an amendment to the constitution. 


The Argus immediately looked up 


the facts. But before explaining the 
real facts, let us look into the scheme 
as laid down by the Bulletin, an arti- 
cle which was later put into circular 
form and sent to all newspapers and 
publicity bureaus. 
The opening sen- 


tence of the article is: 


"That many counties of the state of 


California will be adequately repre- 
sented in 1015 at the exposition, and 
that the display they will make will 
surpass anything ever before seen, is 
evidenced by the large sums of money 
that each county is setting aside for 
the purpose of collections, installing 
and maintaining an exhibit, of the pro- 
ducts and the industries of the coun- 
ty.' 


Notice that this sentence is written 


as if the matter of taxation had al- 
ready been settled, which is not. in 
any sense true. 


Then, following this, is this gem of 


pure optimism in the guise of estab- 
lished fact: 


"Thus far, thirty counties have pass- 


ed, or practically agreed to pass, the 
special tax of six cents a year on the 
$100 of taxable property for the pur- 
pose of creating a fund to be used for 
that purpose. 
Of the thirty counties 


that have already taken such action, 
Sacramento and Plumas have fallen 
below the six cent limit, but even 
with a four and five cent limit, these 
counties will make a respectable ex- 
hibit." 
The counties that have al- 


ready taken action will raise $3,664,- 
947.55.

The feathers are taken from the 


house in the morning, just as they 
are on the bed and returned to cus- 
tomers about 6 p.m. the same day, 
within six miles of town, when they 
are bone dry and ready for use. New 
(ticks are put on when ordered, other- 
wise the old ticks are thoroughly 
dusted and reseamed. Feather ticks 
should not be washed.

The Fertilizer Trust 


^Stealthily and with a running wholly uncom- 


prehended by anyone outside the players of the game 
a few men by means of having laws enacted under 
the pretense of "protecting the farmer against fraud"- 
have arranged a source of income for themselves, as 
thoroughly as ever did the Buccaneers of Tarifa. 


On March 20. Ki03. there was approved "An act. to 


regulate the sale of commercial fertilizers as mater- 
ials used for manural purposes and to provide pen- 
alties for the infraction thereof, and means for the 
enforcement of the act." 


The 
inspirers of this act have evidently beeii in 


very close touch with the manufacturers of soluble 
phosphoric acid, as well as potash soluble in distill- 
ed water, as Sec. 4 of said Act. provides that an 
analysis snail show a deficiency of not more than 
one-fourth of one per cent, of nitrogen, or one per cent 
of soluble and available phosphoric acid, or one-half 
of one per cent of potash soluble in distilled water. 
Though the fertilizing material may be rich and con- 
tain a far greater percentage of phosphoric acid and 
potash—in its natural and more compensating char- 
acter—it is, under this law, absolutely criminal to 
sell it for a fertilizer until it has been Trusterili/ed 
by receiving the manufactured dope, which the first 
warm sun will evaporate, but nevertheless will draw 
from the farmer's pocket to the Trust magnates, the 
sum of about. $10.00 for each ton of the fertilizer used. 


Nitrogen in the form of carbonate of ammonia is 


directly injurious to the growth of the plants. 


Nitrogen is unnecessary as a fertilizer for the 


growth of plants if the soil contain a sufficiency of 
fixed basic substances (alkalies and uikaiine earths.) 
The proof of this is afforded by the fruitful calcare- 


ous soil of the Jura which is not manured with nitro- 
gen, as also the vegetation of the German mountains. 


The neutralization of the soils best affords the pro- 


cess of enriching. That soil which is superabundant 
in one element, lacks in another element and is there- 
fore often called barren and unfruitful, "too much of 
a thing is good for nothing." 


The primary rocks of the mountains carrying the 


essential minerals to stimulate plant growth through 
the mellowing and crumbling influence of thousands 
of 
years, 
has 
produced 
the 
fertile 
soil 
which 


furnishes us with healthy nourishing plants. 


The root fibers of most of the plants are every- 


where entwined around little stones which, dangling 
still cleave TO them and can be only torn away from 
them by violence and by tearing off some of the 
fibers. 


To gain a new soil, we need not wait a thousand 


years until the wintry cold, snow and rain crumble 
the rocky material and bring it down into the val- 
leys. We have only to put out our hands to work, 
and from the proper rock obtain the necessary mater- 
ials to rejuvenate the old wornout soil and restore 
it again to virgin fertility, and with this suggestion 
we will add that it is as necessary that the lacking 
qualities in your soil be known as the qualities of the 
fertilizer, indeed the study leads us to a consideration 
of a healthy as well as a qualitative growth from the 
soil and what wnl best produce it; and no fixed law 
of percentage of this or that element can be estab- 
lished but for the purpose of enriching the Trusts 
rather than the soil. 


Your soil's lacking as well as its superabundant 


quantities mustflrst be found out and the neutralizing 


element needed in each particular case supplied. In 
this connection, we fgel like calling your attention 
to a few words translated from the writings of Jul- 
ius Hensel, and other German writers, who have 
made this topic of fertilization a life study, for it is 
admitted that Germany has surpassed all others in 
this field. 


The farmer, that would not pay useless tribute 


to a Fertilizer Trust, must give study to what is 
necessary to rejuvinate h;s soil, and buy that which 
will supply the needed want, whether it is sold as a 
fertilizer or as something else, so it carries the pro- 
per ingredients. 


"Ten years ago Hensel, a thinker and a chemist! 


tentatively put forth his litle work. 'The Makro- 
biotic,' and later a larger work, 'Das Lieben.' At first 
these attracted but little attention, but gradually 
an increasing number of readers sought those orig- 
inal books and new editions were called for. As the 
titles snow, the subject treated is a large one—'Das 
Lieben, or, English, 'The Life.' At first it was but 
theory; but during the past few years the theory 
has passed into the domain of verified science, not 
however, without meeting with much fierce opposi- 
tion—the same opposition that has greeted every 
great new truth on its advent.

Fed on such food' 
plants will yield tomankind cereals, tubers and fruits' 
that are healthy, wholesome and life-sustaining- the 
plants, being healthy, will escape the parasites,' and 
many of the ills of man, due to unwholesome food 
from plants will disappear. Is it not sound reason to 
believe mat food-yielding plants grown on pure un- 
contammated soil will be more wholesome than those 
grown on soil saturated with sewage and rotten man- 
ure from stables? 


This is but a brief outline of the theories pro- 


pounded by Hensel and put into practice in Germany 
for the last five or six years with amazing success 
Put it into practice in this country, it will not only 
free the farmer from a heavy yearly expense for ar- 
tificial fertilizers, but will gradually bring back his 
exhausted fields to their virgin state and give the 
public food on which health may be maintained. 


In Germany this has become a "cause," sustained 


by enthusiastic supporters, not only among farmers 
horticulturists, florists and gardeners, but also among 
clergymen, 
physicians 
and 
public 
spirited 
men 


They see in it one of the means by which the human 
race is to be at least physically regenerated, and a 
sound body is a proper base for a sound mind "

"Kindling" is a new and tremendous- 


ly vital drama, founded on the most 
essential and profound of all human 
emotions—mother love. 


Turning 
from 
the drawing-room 


drama, with its superficialities and its 
Parisian gowns. Miss Illington has 
selected a play whose locale is the 
congested tenement district of New 
York, and whose characters are taken 
from the lowest social order. "Kind- 
ling" deals potently with the condi- 
tions found in this unhealthful envir- 
onment, where the squalid struggle 
for food is the one great actuating 
forceofexistente—whorehumannatiir e 
force of existence—where human na- 
ture is laid bare, and the ruthless 
realities of life are exposed in all 
their tragic truth. 


The specific struggles in "Kindling" 


center about the young illiterate wife 
of a stevedore, an inmate of a sordid 
tenement house. In her is that great 
primal instinct of child-bearing, that 
blind impulse of mother-love. Yet she 
realizes that were she to give birth 
to a child, it would have no chance 
in the vile, meager life of the tene- 
ments. This conflict between her ma- 
ternal instinct and her knowledge of 
the inevitable tragedy, should she fol- 
low her instinct, forms the foundation 
of one of the most human and com- 
pelling plays in modern dramatic lit- 
erature. The piece is in no sence a 
problem play, except as any forceful 
presentation of the actualities of life 
is problematic. "Kindling" i. the sim- 
ple and powerful picture of u tragic- 
ally vital phase of modern economics 
and eugenics. 


imperceptibly that versimilitude which 
in art takes the place of life, only 
awaiting the vivyfying touches of com- 
petent actors to make them appear 
alive. 


In "The World and Mis Wife," the 


husband hears his pure wife's name 
in the gossip of the town. At first he 
is loath to believe he is incensed, but 
finally he conies to believe the slan- 
ders. He hates himself for the believ- 
ing, be knows he dishonors himself 
and his wife by even listening to the 
wretched stories, and for a time lie 
defies the evidence of his own eyes, 
but finally all evidence becomes cor- 
roborative, cumulative, and at last 
overwhelming. The mere idle gossip 
of the early part of the play inspires 
doubt, fans it into flaming hate, and 
then blasts 
the 
good 
name of his 


house, his wife, and even his friends. 
It is a big, vital theme, universal in 
its appeal, and when Kchegaray first 
saw his work performed it scored a 
tremendous success and was hailed as 
a literary as well as a purely dramatic- 
product of great worth. Since that 
first production the play has been giv- 
en in various countries, under various 
conditions, but always with the same 
remarkable success.

BIDS LIE UNOPENED. 


Citrus Avenue "Good Roads" Strip Is 


Held Up by Supervisors—Bids 


Ready for Cypress. 


At the request of Supervising Engi- 


neer J. W. Joyner, the letting of the 
contract 
for the 
construction of a 


macadam roadway on Citrus avenue 
to the foothill boulevard was this week 
held up by the board of supervisors. 
The delay was caused at a moment 
when the bids for the work were lying 
on the table, ready for opening. 


Engineer Joyner made the request, 


stating that he wished to make a 
change in the specifications, and it IB 
understood that this change relates 
to a reduction of the amount of oil 
specified. 


Supervisor Manning, who is super- 


visor for this district, stated at this 
time that he (Manning) had received 
information that the road might be 
widened. He said that Citrus avenue, 
from the city limits of Covina to the 
foothill 
boulevard, could 
be 
made 


fifty feet wide if the property holders 
will consent in majority, and for this 
reason Supervisor Manning advocated 
the delay. Supervisor Butler, who has 
been favorable to the speedy letting 
of the contract for Citrus avenue, is 
absent on his vacation. It is probably 
a fact that Butler, had he been pres- 
ent, 
would have 
antagonized 
Man- 


ning's request for a delay. After the 
amount of work that has been done 
by Covina citizens in order to get the 
Citrus avenue contract let, the people 
of Covina do not feel kindly toward 
Manning for holding up the work. 


Bids for the contract for macada- 


mizing Cypress avenue will be placed 
before the supervisors on the coining 
Monday. The Argus has made a thor- 
ough canvass of the situation among 
the citizens of this vicinity, and it is 
the concensus of opinion that the 
work should be pushed forward rapid- 
ly. Although Cypress avenue will re- 
ceive but a small strip of work, with- 
out beginning or end, it is sincerely 
hoped that there will be no manipula- 
tions in the 
board 
of supervisors 


which will cause the contract to be 
held in abeyance. One of the road 
commissioners, D. K. Edwards, stated 
when asked about the Citrus avenue 
matter, 
that 
he 
would 
personally 


brook no delay, and that if the pro- 
posed negotiations for street 
widen- 


ing should not avail, he would be one 
member of the board to immediately 
ask tnai the contract be let at once.

preached it, but he gave it in addition 
something of the dignity of a science; 
and there are few studies that better 
repay the student and the practitioner.

travagant. As James J. Hill put it, 
the trouble today is not so much the 
high cost of living as it is the cost of 
high living. 


There can be no doubt that a long 


period of national prosperity has led 
to 
habits 
of 
careless 
expenditure. 


There is a national tendency to pay 
MORE THAN IS NECESSARY for 
articles of personal use—and to make 
a boast of it. It is no wonder that 
this tendency has developed a type of 
merchants who consistently CHARGE 
more than is necessary—and who use 
their high prices as a sort of attrac- 
tion incomprehensible to really thrif- 
ty nations, such as the French.
